Preface 


The  program  of  studies  for  French  as  a  second  language  is  a  legal  document  that 
specifies  what  Alberta  students  are  expected  to  learn  in  French  as  a  second 
language  from  Early  Childhood  Services  (ECS)  through  Grade  12.  These 
learner  expectations  (knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes)  are  expressed  at  three 
levels:  Beginning,  Intermediate  and  Advanced. 

This  document  includes  a  rationale,  a  philosophy  statement,  and  global,  general 
and  specific  learner  expectations.  It  also  provides  a  description  of  senior  high 
school  courses  and  levels  of  communicative  growth,  and  a  glossary  of  terms. 

Please  note  that  the  Beginning  level  program  has  received  Ministerial 
approval  for  provincial  implementation  beginning  in  September  1992.  We 
would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  focus  your  review  on  the  general  and  specific 
learner  expectations  of  the  Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.

Introduction 


In  Alberta,  "French  as  a  second  language"  refers  to  courses  in  which  the  French 
language  is  taught  as  a  subject,  often  between  20  to  40  minutes  a  day,  to  enable 
students  to  develop  communication  skills,  cultural  understanding  and  second 
language  learning  strategies  in  French.  French  as  a  second  language  is  usually 
offered  on  an  optional  basis,  although  several  school  jurisdictions  have  chosen, 
in  consultation  with  their  communities,  to  offer  French  as  a  second  language  to 
all  students,  particularly  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  levels. 

In  the  1960s  and  70s,  the  French  as  a  second  language  program  stressed 
linguistic  competence;  that  is,  the  knowledge  of  rules  governing  the  language 
system.  In  the  1980s,  the  French  as  a  second  language  program  began  to  place 
more  emphasis  on  communication  skills,  with  a  focus  on  language  functions.  In 
the  1990s,  the  program  will  emphasize  the  importance  of  experiencing  language 
in  context,  based  on  students'  background  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  as  a 
means  of  developing  communicative  abilities  to  interpret,  express  and  negotiate 
meaning  through  oral  and  written  texts.  Culture  in  this  perspective  is  an 
inherent  part  of  language.  As  students  develop  communication  skills,  they  also 
increase  their  linguistic  accuracy  and  develop  language  learning  strategies. 
Elements  from  the  experience/communication,  culture,  language  and  general 
language  education  components  are  integrated  along  a  continuum  of  clearly 
defined  levels  of  communicative  growth. 

French  as  a  second  language  programs  have  been  revised  to  make  them  more 
effective  and  current.  The  program  consists  of  three  well-defined  levels  of 
competency:  Beginning  (Debutant),  Intermediate  (Intermediate)  and 
Advanced  (Avance),  with  each  level  being  divided  into  three  sublevels: 
Beginning  1, 2, 3;  Intermediate  4,  5, 6;  and  Advanced  7,  8, 9.  Each  level 
specifies  learner  expectations  for  students  in  the  areas  of  fields  of  experience 
and  communication,  cultural  knowledge  and  understanding,  use  and 
understanding  of  the  language  system  (sound-symbol  system,  vocabulary, 
grammar  and  discourse),  and  knowledge  and  application  of  strategies  for 
learning  languages.  The  program  incorporates  current  knowledge  about  second 
language  acquisition  and  curriculum  design.  It  enhances  the  language 
development  of  students  along  a  continuum  of  communicative  growth.  Finally, 
the  program  maintains  present  local  flexibility  so  that  school  boards  may  offer 
French  as  a  second  language  at  different  grade  levels,  depending  on  community 
aspirations  and  available  financial  and  human  resources.  It  is  important  that 
teachers  have  a  sufficient  level  of  language  proficiency  in  French  and  training 
in  second  language  methodology. 


French  as  a  Second  Language 
Program  of  Studies 


The  Beginning,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels  represent  the  essential 
knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  in  three  stages  of  second  language  development, 
based  on  actual  classroom  experience  as  judged  by  practicing  educators  in 
Alberta.  The  learner  expectations  range  from  the  most  minimal  level  of  second 
language  competence  to  an  advanced  level. 

Communication  skills  evolve  from  simple  messages  of  at  least  two  or  three 
statements  at  the  Beginning  level  to  a  series  of  coherent  ideas  at  the 
Advanced  level.  The  development  of  cultural  understanding  proceeds  from 
identification  to  research  to  analysis  to  interpretation  of  cultural  knowledge. 
Linguistic  development  will  include  more  emphasis  on  pronunciation  and 
orthography  at  the  Beginning  level,  with  increasing  importance  given  to 
grammatical  complexity  and  correctness  and  use  of  discourse  elements  at  the 
Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.  General  language  education  focuses  on 
the  progressive  development  of  simple  to  more  complex  uses  of  processes  in  the 
cognitive,  socio-affective  and  metacognitive  domains. 

Each  major  level  includes  three  sublevels  that  are  intended  to  reflect  a  degree  of 
development  within  each  level.  The  increasing  complexity  of  communication 
skills,  cultural  knowledge,  linguistic  competence  and  general  language 
education  differentiates  the  sublevels. 
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Rationale 


Learning  French  as  a  second  language  will  enable  students  to  develop  the 
knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  they  need  to  communicate  in  French  in  a 
variety  of  school,  travel,  leisure  and  job-related  contexts.  Being  able  to  use  the 
French  language  is  an  important  aspect  of  Canadian  life.  As  well,  French  is  the 
language  of  daily  communication  in  many  other  countries. 

Students  should  learn  to  recognize  and  respect  the  cultural  diversity  in  our 
society.  In  this  regard,  the  French  as  a  second  language  program  will  extend  the 
cultural  experience  of  students.  It  will  enable  them  to  better  understand  and 
interpret  francophone  cultures  in  Canada  and  in  other  countries  of  the  world. 

Developing  thinking  skills  and  learning  strategies  is  an  important  part  of 
lifelong  learning.  Students  who  learn  French  will  enhance  their  language  skills 
in  general  and  develop  an  understanding  of  the  nature  and  role  of  language  and 
culture  in  their  lives.  They  will  acquire  second-language  learning  strategies 
that  will  enable  them  to  monitor,  direct  and  transfer  their  language  learning  to 
new  life  situations. 

Adding  a  second  language  to  their  repertoire  of  skills  and  knowledge,  indirectly 
will  help  students  enhance  their  first  language  development.  Students  will 
acquire  the  academic,  intellectual  and  personal  benefits  that  come  from 
learning  an  additional  language. 
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Philosophy 


In  the  French  as  a  second  language  program  students  will  acquire  various  kinds 
of  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes  about:  a)  interpreting,  expressing  and 
negotiating  meaning  (communication),  b)  patterns  of  ideas,  behaviours, 
manifestations,  cultural  artifacts  and  symbols  shared  by  francophone  peoples 
(culture),  c)  sounds,  written  symbols,  vocabulary,  grammar  and  discourse 
(language),  and  d)  cognitive,  socio-affective  and  metacognitive  processes 
(general  language  education).  This  multidimensional  approach  reflects  current 
knowledge  about  second  language  learning  and  teaching. 

Students  will  learn  French  as  a  second  language  by  interacting  with  their  own 
environment  and  using  their  already-acquired  knowledge,  attitudes  and 
behaviours;  that  is  to  say,  their  personal  experiences  or  "fields  of  experience", 
often  first  lived  in  their  mother  tongue.  Fields  of  experience  systematically 
reflect  the  different  dimensions  of  an  individual's  relationship  with  the 
environment:  the  physical  dimension,  the  social  dimension,  the  civic 
dimension,  the  intellectual  dimension  and  the  dimension  of  leisure.  The 
physical  dimension  consists  of  fields  of  experience  such  as  nutrition,  physical 
exercise,  self-protection  and  personal  hygiene  -  fields  of  experience  related  to 
the  survival  of  individuals  and  to  their  physical  well-being.  The  social 
dimension  includes  fields  of  experience  related  to  the  social  life  of  the 
individual,  such  as  the  family,  school,  friends,  work,  holidays  and  celebrations, 
and  social  activities.  The  civic  dimension  includes  fields  of  experience  that  are 
related  to  life  in  society,  particularly  from  the  point  of  view  of  an  individual's 
privileges  and  responsibilities,  such  as  the  environment,  consumerism  and 
animals.  The  intellectual  dimension  includes  the  fields  of  experience  associated 
with  the  activities  of  the  mind,  such  as  the  arts  and  sciences.  The  leisure 
dimension  includes  the  experiences  that  relate  to  the  activities  of  individuals 
during  their  free  time,  such  as  outdoor  living,  travel,  and  clubs  and  associations. 
The  fields  of  experience  provide  the  contexts  for  developing  the  communication, 
culture,  language  and  general  language  education  components. 

Students  will  learn  to  communicate  in  French  through  the  processes  of 
'comprehension',  'production'  and  'negotiation'.  Comprehension  involves 
deriving  meaning  or  significance  from  an  oral  or  written  text.  Production  is 
expressing  meaning  by  creating  oral  and  written  texts  to  suit  different 
participants,  topics,  purposes  and  reasons  for  communication.  Negotiation  is 
the  interaction  process:  participants  in  the  communication  process  must  adjust 
to  the  needs  and  intentions  of  others.  Integral  to  all  three  processes  are  the 
communicative  intents  or  functions  of  communication,  such  as  asking  for  or 
receiving  information,  reporting  or  describing  and  so  on,  which  are  developed  in 
the  experience/communication  component. 
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In  French  as  a  second  language,  students  will  also  learn  about  culture;  the 
ideas,  behaviours,  manifestations,  cultural  artifacts  and  symbols  shared  by 
francophone  peoples  in  different  environments  at  different  periods  of  their 
evolution  or  history.  Specifically,  students  will  acquire  knowledge  about  the 
contemporary  presence  of  francophones,  their  history,  daily  activities  and 
language  variations.  Students  will  learn  about  local  and  provincial 
francophone  cultures  and  about  francophones  in  Canada  and  other  countries  of 
the  world. 

Students  will  also  leam  about,  and  how  to  use,  the  language:  the  sound-symbol 
system,  vocabulary,  grammar  and  discourse  elements  that  are  needed  to  convey 
ideas  and  enhance  communication  in  an  oral  or  written  context. 

The  general  language  education  component  of  the  French  as  a  second  language 
program  involves  the  development  of  cognitive,  socio-affective  and 
metacognitive  processes.  The  cognitive  dimension  is  developed  through 
strategies  such  as  making  associations  between  words,  identifying  key  words 
and  ideas,  reasoning  both  deductively  and  inductively,  and  using  linguistic 
clues.  The  socio-affective  dimension  is  developed  through  strategies  such  as 
taking  risks,  asking  for  clarification  and  becoming  aware  of  others'  thoughts 
and  feelings.  Meta-cognitive  processes  are  developed  through  strategies  such  as 
concentrating  on  a  task,  planning  a  learning  experience  or  monitoring  one's 
own  learning.  These  strategies  together  facilitate  awareness  of  the  learning 
process  and  its  application  to  learning  a  second  language.  An  added  benefit  is 
the  conscious  realization  that  these  strategies,  used  in  one's  first  language,  can 
enhance  second  language  learning  as  well. 

The  four  components  (experience/communication,  culture,  language,  general 
language  education)  are  integrated,  but  each  has  a  different  focus  and 
emphasis.  The  experience/communication  component  fosters  language 
experience  in  order  to  interpret  and  express  meaning,  with  negotiation  as  the 
vehicle.  The  culture  component  focuses  on  features  of  the  ideas,  experiences, 
manifestations,  behaviours  and  symbols  that  are  representative  of  francophone 
cultures  locally,  nationally  and  internationally  at  different  periods  of  their 
evolution  or  history.  The  language  component  identifies  the  linguistic  elements 
needed  to  communicate  in  a  specific  context.  The  general  language  education 
component  develops  thinking  skills  and  the  specific  actions  or  techniques  that 
learners  can  use  to  learn  a  second  language. 

Students  acquire  this  multidimensional  set  of  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes 
along  a  progression  or  continuum.  Language  learning  is  a  gradual, 
developmental  process.  During  this  learning  process,  knowledge,  skills  and 
attitudes  are  growing  concurrently,  at  different  rates  and  degrees  of 
development.  The  continuum  in  this  program  of  studies  is  identified  as 
Beginning,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.  The  levels,  characterized  by 
cyclical  overlap  and  refinement,  represent  expanding  access  to  French  as  a 
second  language  through  nine  sublevels. 
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Definitions  of  Learner  Expectations 


The  learner  expectations  represent  the  minimum  knowledge,  skill  and  attitude 
outcomes  that  students  are  to  attain.  These  expectations  emphasize  abilities  to 
interpret,  express  and  negotiate  meaning  through  spoken  and  written  texts  - 
abilities  that  are  closely  related  to  the  actual  use  of  French  throughout  life.  The 
organization  of  learner  expectations  is  cyclical  so  that  students  can  continue  to 
refine  skills  and  knowledge  in  an  increasingly  more  varied  manner  throughout 
the  program. 

The  learner  expectations  of  the  French  as  a  second  language  program  are 
divided  into  three  parts:  global,  general  and  specific.  The  program  sequence 
consists  of  three  levels:  Beginning,  Intermediate,  Advanced,  and  nine 
sublevels:  Beginning  1, 2,  3,  Intermediate  4,  5,  6  and  Advanced  7,  8,  9.  The 
global  learner  expectations  pertain  to  the  program,  the  general  learner 
expectations  to  the  levels  and  the  specific  learner  expectations  to  the  sublevels. 

The  global  learner  expectations  reflect  the  knowledge,  skills  and  attitudes 
targeted  for  the  program  as  a  whole  and  are  based  on  the  principles  of  the  four 
components  of  a  multidimensional  curriculum:  experience/communication, 
culture,  language  and  general  language  education. 

The  general  learner  expectations  describe  learner  expectations  at  the  end  of 
each  level  and  specify  the  extent  to  which  the  learner  will  achieve  the  global 
expectations  in  the  four  components. 

The  specific  learner  expectations  describe  the  relative  level  of  achievement 
expected  of  learners  at  the  end  of  each  sublevel  in  the  four  program  components 
at  the  Beginning,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.  The  specific  learner 
expectations  for  language,  for  example,  indicate  the  sublevel  at  which  linguistic 
elements  are  introduced,  developed  and  refined.  The  general  sequence  is  to 
introduce  linguistic  elements  at  one  sublevel,  develop  them  in  the  second  and 
refine  these  elements  in  the  third  sublevel.  Further  refinement  of  learning  will 
continue  throughout  students'  learning.  The  entire  teaching/  learning  process 
must  ensure  the  development,  refinement  and  continual  recycling  of  knowledge 
and  skills,  both  concrete  and  abstract,  as  students  progress  towards  the 
attainment  of  the  global  learner  expectations. 

The  three  types  of  learner  expectations,  from  global  to  general  to  specific, 
demonstrate  increasing  levels  of  specificity  with  the  specific  learner 
expectations  providing  the  basis  for  classroom  instructional  planning. 
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Each  level  and  sublevel  prescribes  a  minimum  number  of  fields  of  experience, 
i.e.,  those  aspects  of  reality  about  which  the  individual  has  already  developed 
certain  knowledge,  patterns  of  behaviour  and  attitudes.  Practicing  educators 
judged  these  fields  of  experience  to  be  suitable  and  adaptable  for  the  different 
age  groups  taking  the  Beginning,  Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.  These 
fields  of  experience  are  in  sequence,  from  the  more  concrete  to  the  more 
abstract,  and  they  build  on  and  integrate  the  fields  prescribed  at  previous  levels 
and  sublevels. 

A  minimum  number  of  fields  of  experience  is  prescribed  at  the  Beginning, 
Intermediate  and  Advanced  levels.  The  recommended  sequence  of  these 
fields  of  experience  within  the  sublevels  can  be  varied  according  to  students' 
interests,  teachers'  interests  and  expertise,  and  learning  resources  available. 
Instruction  should  address  all  of  the  prescribed  fields  of  experience  by  the  end  of 
each  level.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  select  additional  fields  of  experience  to 
enhance  their  program  on  the  basis  of  students'  interests  and  needs. 

The  French  as  a  second  language  program  proposes  a  balance  between  non- 
analytical  and  analytical  learning.  The  focus  of  non-analytical  learning  is 
communication  of  the  message  through  interaction  without  in-depth  study  of 
linguistic  elements.  Non-analytical  learning  is  an  important  foundation  for 
developing  communication  skills  in  French  in  the  experience/communication 
component.  In  analytical  learning,  students  develop  explicit  knowledge  and 
understanding  of  the  culture,  language  and  general  language  education 
components. 

Given  the  integration  among  components,  however,  the  degree  of  emphasis  on 
analytical  or  non-analytical  aspects  will  vary.  Both  aspects  of  second  language 
teaching/learning  will  always  be  present.  What  will  change,  however,  is  the 
focus  or  emphasis  within  a  specific  component.

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  meaning  of  a  series  of  oral  and  written 
simple  and  complex  sentences  dealing  with  a  familiar  topic  in  simple 
conversations,  simple  informative  and  descriptive  texts.  They  will  be  able  to 
express  their  communicative  intent,  orally  and  in  writing,  through  a  series  of 
simple  and  complex  sentences  in  simple  conversations,  short  descriptions  and 
narratives,  and  short  letters  about  fields  of  experience  such  as  health  and 
exercise,  holidays  and  celebrations,  clubs  and  associations,  shopping,  and  the 
senses  and  feelings. 

Students  will  be  able  to  research  and  identify  the  similarities  and  differences 
between  the  culture  of  their  community  and  francophone  cultures  at  the  local, 
provincial  and  regional  levels;  for  example,  in  such  fields  of  experience  as  health 
and  exercise,  holidays  and  celebrations,  clubs  and  associations,  shopping,  and 
the  senses  and  feelings. 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  sound-symbol  system,  vocabulary  and 
sentence  order  appropriate  to  simple  oral  and  written  texts  in  the  present  and 
future  tenses  and  use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the  sound-symbol  system  related  to 
vocabulary  appropriate  to  the  field  of  experience,  employing  simple  and  complex 
sentences,  especially  in  the  present  tense  and  occasionally  in  the  future  tense, 
and  the  following  linguistic  elements:  the  comparative,  expressions  with  the 
verb  faire,  questions  using  inversion,  adverbs  and  adverbial  expressions, 
emphatic  pronouns  and  cohesive  elements  at  the  sentence  level. 

Students  will  be  able  to  guess  the  meanings  of  key  words  (subject,  action)  in  a 
communication,  use  illustrations  or  non-verbal  cues  to  facilitate  understanding 
of  a  communication,  accept  that  errors  are  a  normal  part  of  learning  and 
identify  individual  needs  with  respect  to  the  task  at  hand  by  defining  the 
problem  and  establishing  objectives. 

Intermediate  French  4  will  continue  to  develop  and  refine  the  knowledge, 
skills  and  attitudes  of  all  previous  levels. 
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Intermediate  French  5 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  meaning  of  a  fairly  long  series  of  simple 
and  complex  sentences  dealing  with  a  familiar  topic;  for  example,  in  general 
conversations,  uncomplicated  interviews,  short  routine  telephone 
conversations,  simple  announcements  and  reports  through  the  media,  and 
uncomplicated  descriptive  and  narrative  texts.  They  will  be  able  to  express 
their  communicative  intent  by  producing,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  a  series  of 
prepared  simple  and  complex  sentences  in  short  articles,  descriptions, 
summaries  and  short  business  letters  about  such  fields  of  experience  as  close 
friends,  fashion,  social  life,  outdoor  activities  and  advertising. 

Students  will  be  able  to  research  and  identify  similarities  and  differences 
between  their  own  culture  and  francophone  cultures  at  the  national  level,  for 
example,  in  such  fields  of  experience  as  close  friends,  fashion,  social  life,  outdoor 
activities  and  advertising. 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  sound-symbol  system,  vocabulary  and 
word  order  appropriate  to  simple  and  complex  oral  and  written  texts  in  the  past, 
present  and  future  tenses.  They  will  be  able  to  use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the 
sound-symbol  system  related  to  vocabulary  appropriate  to  the  field  of 
experience,  employing  simple  and  complex  sentences,  especially  in  the  present 
and  the  future,  occasionally  in  the  past,  and  the  following  linguistic  elements: 
the  superlative,  direct  object  pronoun  with  present  tense  verbs,  indirect  object 
pronoun  with  present  tense  verbs,  and  the  passe  compose  and  imparfait  without 
necessarily  discriminating  between  passe  compose/imparfait  usages.

Intermediate  French  5  will  continue  to  develop  and  refine  the  knowledge, 
skills  and  attitudes  of  all  previous  levels. 
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Intermediate  French  6 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  meaning  of  oral  or  written  texts;  for 
example,  in  general  conversations,  uncomplicated  interviews,  short  routine 
telephone  conversations,  simple  announcements  and  reports  through  the  media, 
and  uncomplicated  descriptive  and  narrative  texts  containing  simple  and 
complex  statements  dealing  with  a  variety  of  familiar  topics.  They  will  be  able 
to  express  their  communicative  intent  by  producing,  orally  and  in  writing,  a 
prepared  or  occasionally  spontaneous  series  of  simple  and  complex  sentences  in 
short  articles,  descriptions,  summaries  and  short  business  letters  about  such 
fields  of  experience  as  the  world  of  work,  trips  and  excursions,  money, 
government,  and  conservation  and  the  environment. 

Students  will  be  able  to  research  and  identify  similarities  and  differences 
between  their  own  culture  and  international  francophone  cultures;  for  example, 
in  such  fields  of  experience  as  world  of  work,  trips  and  excursions,  money, 
government,  and  conservation  and  the  environment. 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  sound-symbol  system,  vocabulary  and 
word  order  appropriate  to  simple  and  complex  oral  and  written  texts  in  the  past, 
present  and  future  tenses.  They  will  be  able  to  use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the 
sound-symbol  system  related  to  vocabulary  appropriate  to  the  field  of 
experience,  employing  simple  and  complex  sentences,  especially  in  the  present 
and  the  future,  occasionally  in  the  past,  and  the  following  linguistic  elements: 
the  simple  future,  the  pronouns  y  and  en  as  well  as  the  direct  and  indirect  object 
pronouns  as  used  in  authentic  discourse,  all  interrogative  pronouns  and  the 
present  conditional.

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  and  interpret  the  meaning  of  major  points 
in  a  variety  of  familiar  and  unfamiliar  oral  and  written  communications;  for 
example,  in  interviews,  news  items,  reports  dealing  with  factual  information, 
prose  passages  several  paragraphs  in  length.  They  will  be  able  to  express  their 
communicative  intent,  orally  and  in  writing,  by  developing  their  ideas 
coherently  after  preparation;  for  example,  in  narrations,  descriptions, 
presentations  and  summaries  about  such  fields  of  experience  as  challenges  for 
the  future,  leisure  activities,  food  and  drink  in  francophone  cultures,  legends 
and  myths,  and  the  sciences. 

Students  will  be  able  to  examine  and  analyze,  with  assistance,  the  contribution 
of  francophone  cultures  to  our  society  by  studying  the  facts  that  make  it  possible 
to  understand  information,  events  or  contemporary  behaviour;  for  example,  in 
such  fields  of  experience  as  challenges  for  the  future,  leisure  activities,  food  and 
drink  in  francophone  cultures,  legends  and  myths,  and  the  sciences.

They  will  be  able  to 
use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the  sound-symbol  system  related  to  vocabulary 
appropriate  to  the  field  of  experience,  employing  simple  and  complex  sentences 
in  the  appropriate  tenses  with  the  following  cohesion  markers  and  linguistic 
elements:  the  past  conditional,  differentiation  between  usage  of  the  imparfait 
and  the  passe  compose  in  prepared  speech,  all  forms  of  lequel,  cohesive 
elements  at  the  discourse  level,  the  relative  pronouns  ce  qui,  ce  que,  ce  dont 
and  the  present  subjunctive. 

Students  will  be  able  to  use  their  knowledge  of  text  structure  to  facilitate 
understanding  of  an  unfamiliar  text,  distinguish  between  relevant  and 
irrelevant  information  to  understand  a  communication,  take  the  initiative  to 
begin/conclude  a  communication  in  French,  and  select  and  use  rules  of  grammar 
to  improve  their  communication. 

Advanced  French  7  will  continue  to  develop  and  refine  the  knowledge,  skills 
and  attitudes  of  all  previous  levels. 
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Advanced  French  8 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  and  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  main 
points  in  familiar  and  unfamiliar  oral  and  written  communications;  for 
example,  in  short  stories,  radio  and  television  broadcasts,  journal  articles,  social 
and  business  correspondence,  and  short  novels.  They  will  be  able  to  express 
their  communicative  intent,  orally  and  in  writing,  by  developing  their  ideas 
coherently,  mainly  after  preparation  but  occasionally  spontaneously;  for 
example,  in  routine  social  and  business  correspondence,  group  discussions, 
presentations,  descriptive  and  narrative  texts  about  such  fields  of  experience  as 
the  role  of  the  media,  the  future  of  the  world,  the  arts,  adolescents  and  the  law, 
and  characters  and  personalities. 

Students  will  be  able  to  independently  examine  and  analyze,  with  the  teacher's 
assistance,  the  contribution  of  francophone  cultures  to  our  society  by  studying 
the  basic  facts  that  make  it  possible  to  understand  the  information,  events  or 
contemporary  behaviour;  for  example,  in  such  fields  of  experience  as  the  role  of 
the  media,  the  future  of  the  world,  the  arts,  adolescents  and  the  law,  and 
characters  and  personalities. 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  sound-symbol  system,  vocabulary 
appropriate  to  a  variety  of  fields  of  experience  and  determine  the  coherence 
appropriate  to  oral  and  written  texts  of  varying  length  and  complexity.  They 
will  be  able  to  use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the  sound-symbol  system  related  to 
vocabulary  suitable  to  the  field  of  experience,  employing  simple  and  complex 
sentences  in  the  appropriate  tenses  with  appropriate  cohesion  markers  and  the 
following  linguistic  elements:  the  pluperfect  tense  (without  necessarily 
discriminating  between  its  usage  and  other  tense  usages),  the  present 
participle,  possessive  pronouns,  demonstrative  pronouns,  discourse  elements  for 
conversations  and  formal  speech,  the  passive  voice  and  future  perfect  tense. 

Students  will  be  able  to  use  authentic  documents  to  understand  and  interpret 
information  better,  distinguish  between  facts  and  opinions/emotions  in  a 
communication,  use  circumlocution  to  overcome  a  lack  of  vocabulary  in  order  to 
sustain  communication,  and  select  and  use  cohesion  markers  to  make  discourse 
more  cohesive. 

Advanced  French  8  will  continue  to  develop  and  refine  the  knowledge,  skills 
and  attitudes  of  all  previous  levels. 
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Advanced  French  9 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  and  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  main 
points  and  details  in  familiar  and  unfamiliar  oral  and  written  communications; 
for  example,  in  novels  and  in  radio  and  television  broadcasts.  They  will  be  able 
to  express  their  communicative  intent,  orally  and  in  writing,  by  developing 
their  ideas  coherently,  mainly  in  a  spontaneous  fashion;  for  example,  in  social 
and  business  correspondence,  discussions,  debates,  presentations  and  more 
complex  narrative  and  descriptive  texts  about  such  fields  of  experience  as  the 
economy,  living  alone,  graduation,  politics,  ecology,  energy  and  industry. 

Students  will  be  able  to  examine  and  independently  analyze  the  contribution  of 
francophone  cultures  to  our  society  by  interpreting  information,  events  or 
behaviour  in  contemporary  francophone  cultures;  for  example,  in  such  fields  of 
experience  as  the  economy,  living  alone,  graduation,  politics,  ecology,  energy 
and  industry. 

Students  will  be  able  to  understand  the  sound-symbol  system  and  vocabulary 
appropriate  to  the  field  of  experience  and  determine  the  coherence  appropriate 
to  oral  and  written  texts  of  varying  length  and  complexity.  They  will  be  able  to 
use,  orally  and  in  writing,  the  sound-symbol  system  related  to  vocabulary 
appropriate  to  the  field  of  experience,  employing  simple  and  complex  sentences 
in  the  appropriate  tenses  with  appropriate  cohesion  markers  and  linguistic 
elements. 

They  will  be  able  to  formulate  hypotheses  and  verify  their  accuracy  by  reading  a 
text  or  by  asking  questions  for  clarification,  establish  pro  and  con  arguments  to 
assess  the  validity  of  a  communication,  seek  the  opportunity  to  use  French 
spontaneously  in  a  variety  of  contexts  and,  depending  on  the  context,  select  the 
best  linguistic  form  to  express  their  communicative  intent. 

Advanced  French  9  will  continue  to  develop  and  refine  the  knowledge,  skills 
and  attitudes  of  all  previous  levels. 
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Program  Implementation 


School  jurisdictions  are  advised  to  implement  the  French  as  a  second  language 
program  at  the  grade  level(s)  where  appropriate  human  and  financial  resources 
and  community  support  are  available.  The  program  may  normally  begin  at  ECS 
or  at  Grades  1, 4, 7  or  10.  Students  will  usually  need  two  to  three  years  to 
complete  each  level.  The  timeframe  will  depend  on  student  motivation  and 
maturity  and  the  time  allotted  by  the  school  and/or  school  district.  With  a  start 
in  Grade  4  or  earlier,  students  will  likely  be  able  to  complete  the  Advanced 
level  by  the  end  of  Grade  12. 

The  French  as  a  second  language  curriculum  is  based  on  the  current 
recommended  minimum  time  allotments:  90  hours  per  year  at  the  elementary 
school  level,  75  hours  per  year  at  the  junior  high  school  level  and  125  hours  per 
year  at  the  senior  high  school  level.  Although  provincial  time  allotments  for 
French  as  a  second  language  are  not  mandated,  Alberta  Education  recommends 
that  French  as  a  second  language  be  offered  for  at  least  an  average  of  30  to  40 
minutes  a  day  at  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  levels.  Sufficient 
exposure  time  will  be  an  important  factor  in  students'  communicative  growth. 

Table  1  presents  alternative  ways  of  implementing  the  nine  levels  of  the  French 
as  a  second  language  (FSL)  program:  (Beginning  French  1  (Bi),  Beginning 
French  2  (B2),  Beginning  French  3  (B3),  Intermediate  French  4  (I4), 
Intermediate  French  5  (I5),  Intermediate  French  6  (Is),  Advanced  French  7 
(A7),  Advanced  French  8  (As),  Advanced  French  9  (A9)).

The  Intermediate  French  level  6  is  approved  as  the  standard  for  French  30. 
With  the  reorganization  of  the  nine  proficiency  levels  into  seven  senior  high 
school  level  courses  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Beginning  level  will  be  completed 
in  two  courses  at  the  senior  high  school  level:  French  13  and  French  10.  The 
Intermediate  level  will  be  completed  in  two  courses:  French  20  and  French  30. 
The  Advanced  level  will  be  completed  in  three  courses:  French  31a,  French 
31b  and  French  31c. 
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Glossary 


analytical:  type  of  teaching  and  learning  that  emphasizes  examination  and 
reflection  upon  one  or  more  specific  elements  of  language,  culture  or  strategy 
use. 

attitude:  way  of  thinking. 

aware  of:  to  make  conscious  of,  to  introduce  to. 

behaviour:  way  of  acting  influenced  by  attitude. 

circumlocution:  both  an  affective  and  cognitive  strategy:  a  strategy  of 
tenaciousness  in  sustaining  a  communication  (affective);  a  strategy  of  finding 
other  ways  to  sustain  a  communication  when  one  wants  to  express  an  idea  but  is 
lacking  the  exact  word  (cognitive). 

cognate:  word  that  is  similar  in  different  languages  and  has  the  same  meaning 
(e.g.,  hopital/hospital). 

coherence:  contextualized,  logical  links  between  ideas  in  discourse. 

cohesion:  links  between  linguistic  elements  at  the  word,  sentence  or  discourse 
level. 

cohesive  element:  word  or  expression  that  connects  words  or  ideas;  e.g.,  Paul 
and  Marie  (word  level),  I  like  Paul  because  he  is  handsome  (sentence  level), 
Given  the  lack  of  evidence,  the  testimony  is  invalid  (discourse  level). 

cohesion  marker:  any  word  or  expression  that  joins  sentences  together  to 
create  a  coherent  flow  of  ideas  (e.g.,  conjunction  such  as:  done,  ainsi,  mais, ...). 

communication:  process  of  interpreting,  expressing  and  negotiating  the 
meaning  of  a  message. 

communicative  intent:  purpose  or  goal  of  a  communication. 

comprehension:  the  determination  of  the  meaning  of  an  oral  or  written 
message. 

concrete  fact:  names,  objects,  events  that  demonstrate  the  presence  of 
francophones  in  the  environment. 

context:  elements  that  situate  a  communication  and  give  it  a  particular 
meaning;  who,  what,  where,  when,  why,  and  how.

culture:  the  ideas,  behaviours,  signs  and  symbols  of  a  people. 

discourse:  group  of  organized  statements  expressing  one  or  more  ideas  either 
orally  or  in  written  form. 

environment:  a  person's  surroundings,  physical,  social  or  psychological. 

experience:  interaction  with  the  environment. 

field  of  experience:  those  aspects  of  reality  with  which  the  student  already 
has  knowledge,  behaviours  and  attitudes  through  use  of  the  first  language. 

interlocutor:  person  who  participates  in  a  communicative  exchange  in  which 
his/her  role  may  be  that  of  a  listener  and/or  speaker,  reader  or  writer. 

keyword:  word  that  is  important  to  the  understanding  of  a  communication. 

knowledge:  that  which  the  learner  understands  about  a  field  of  experience. 

language  experience:  to  use  one's  communicative,  linguistic  and  strategic 
knowledge  of  the  language  to  interact  with  one's  environment . 

linguistic  element:  element  of  the  linguistic  code:  sound,  symbol,  vocabulary, 
grammar  or  discourse. 

message:  the  content  of  a  communication. 

metacognitive  processes:  reflection  on  thought;  a  person's  awareness  of  how 
he/she  thinks. 

negotiation:  linguistic  interaction  between  a  person  and  his/her  environment 
involving  both  comprehension  and  production. 

non-analytical:  type  of  teaching/learning  in  which  the  emphasis  is  placed  on 
experiences  in  a  global  language  context.  (See  "analytical"). 

non-verbal:  form  of  expression  where  the  intent  is  communicated  without 
words,  i.e.,  gestures,  illustrations,  paralinguistic  features. 

paralinguistic  features:  pauses,  hesitations,  silence,  social  distance,  body 
posture,  etc.,  that  in  and  of  themselves  have  meaning. 

production:  creation  of  an  oral  or  written  message. 

reasoning  deductively  (deduction):  inferring/applying  from  general  rules  of 
principles  to  specific  applications. 
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reasoning  inductively  (induction):  inferring  general  rules  and  principles 
from  various  specific  examples. 

research:  to  discover  information. 

selective  attention:  a  strategy  used  to  focus  and  concentrate  on  the  task  at 
hand. 

simple  sentence:  sentence  containing  only  one  subject,  verb  and  complement. 

skill:  ability  to  do  something  (e.g.,  listen  with  understanding). 

spontaneous  text:  an  oral  or  written  text  that  is  for  the  most  part  coherent, 
but  often  lacks  cohesion  and  completeness  in  the  following  ways:  false  starts, 
hesitations,  repetitions,  incomplete  sentences,  points  only  and  more  errors,  in 
general,  than  would  be  tolerated  ordinarily  in  more  formal,  prepared  oral  or 
written  discourse. 

text:  a  combination  or  series  of  connected  ideas  presented  orally  or  in  writing  to 
express  a  communicative  intent  (e.g.,  a  salutation,  a  speech,  a  radio  broadcast,  a 
letter,  a  novel). 

tolerance  of  ambiguity:  both  an  affective  and  cognitive  strategy:  a  positive 
attitude  maintained  by  not  becoming  frustrated  when  there  is  a  lack  of  full 
comprehension  of  a  communication  (affective);  a  strategy  whereby  learners  use 
their  knowledge  to  glean  meaning  from  a  given  communication  without 
necessarily  understanding  every  word  or  detail  (cognitive). 
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
